With a staccato deliv ery that 
seemed ou t of place with his 
soft Sou thern drawl, Daniel re­ 
cou nted the testimony of m ajor 
witnesses among the nearly 100 
in the fou r-months old trial. He 
qu it for the night Monday with 
a tax ed throat, 2V2 hou rs into 
his su mmation. 
Daniel was to finish today , 
cov ering Calley ’s claim that he 
was obey ing 
su perior orders. 
Then it wou ld be the defense’s 
tu rn. The trial ju dge said the 
ju ry wou ld hav e the case by 
nightfall. 
The ju ry will hav e the choice 
of fou r v erdicts: first degree 
m u rder with a life or death 
sentence; second gree mu rder 
with a max imu m of life in pris­ 
on;

FCC Hearings Open in Washington 


Cable TV Future Is Hazy

(First of a two-part series) 
WASHINGTON — The future 
of cable television (CATV) has 
such sweeping social and eco­ 
nomic implications that govern­ 
ment experts charged with its 
regulation aren’t sure how to do 
their job. 
The Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) has been 
holding back 
CATV develop­ 
ment in the past 
few 
years 
while seeking solutions to the 
problems it presents. 
The time may be near when 
the FCC sets guidelines under 
which CATV may grow from a 
multi-million dollar business af­ 
fecting only 16 million Ameri­ 
cans to a multi-billion dollar 
enterprise t ou c h i n g almost 
everyone’s life. 


LAST WEEK THE FCC be­ 
gan hearings on CATV in hopes 
of deciding what directions it

Ivory-Billed Woodpecker 


Joins Ranks of Vanished

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
ivory-billed woodpecker, a col­ 
orful, rakish bird rarer than 
the whooping crane, appears to 
be the latest to join the ranks 
of the passenger pigeon and 
other vanished species. 
The species was last reported 
sighted three year ago and in 
spite 
of 
a 
“sounding” 
last 
month naturalists hold out little 
hope. 
Even if one or two birds are 
still living, says Dr. Richard 
Banks of U.S. Fish & Wildlife 
Service, “I’m sure they're past 
the point of no return. Their 
numbers 
are 
insufficient 
to 
form a viable population.” 
Harry Goodwin, chief of the 
Office of Endangered Species, 
says, “I’m about ready to give 
up.” 
The 
last 
reported 
sighting 
was 
made 
by 
ornothologist 
John V. Dennis in 19 67. He esti­ 
mated that from 
five to 
10 
pairs inhabited the Big Thicket 
Country of Eastern Texas. 
Although 
never 
otherwise 
c o n f i r m e d , Dennis’ report 
buoyed hopes of naturalists that 
the species survived. The last 
confirmed sighting before that 
was made in 19 50 along the Chi- 
pola River in Florida.

The ivory-bill, largest wood­ 
pecker in North America and 
second largest in the world, is 
a particularly handsome spef 
cies. Both sexes have black and 
white plumages and are larger 
than crows. The males have a 
rakish scarlet crest, while the 
female’s crest is black.

The subscriber pays an in­ 
stallation fee to have the cable 
connected to his set and then a 
monthly service fee of about 
$5. The cable is strung on regu­ 
lar telephone poles. 
CATV sources, once limited 
to 
nearby 
broadcasting sta­ 
tions, are technically limitless 
today because of microwave 
and satellite relay. 
It is technically possible to 
have cables with as many as 80 
channels instead of the present 
high of about 20. 


CATV ADVOCATES claim a 
revolution 
in 
communications 
will come about 
when these 
multiple 
channels 
are 
made 
with coaxial cables — cables 
which allow two-way transmis­ 
sion. 
Most of the panelists on the 
opening day of

two were expert in the techni 
cal aspects of the industry. 
One of the technical experts 
was Irving Kahn, president of 
TelePrompTer Inc., one of the 
nation’s largest CATV compa 
nies. 
Kahn, who wants the FCC to 
allow CATV development with 
out restrictions, was heavily re­ 
lied on by the Commissioners 
for hard facts about CATV sys­ 
tems. 
Kahn concedes, however, that 
federal guidelines are needed.

into something they don’t know 
anything about,” 
Kahn 
said 
when discussing 
CATV fran­ 
chises granted by local govern 
ments. 
“The Commission should set 
down guidelines (for local offi­ 
cials),” he said. “It’s an area 
the FCC can make a contribu­ 
tion that is necessary and nec 
essary now.” 
Kahn, a heavy set, gray-hair 
ed cable pioneer who is wiring 
the nation’s biggest cities, is 
having his share of franchise 
troubles.

Russia Building Strong 
Political Base In Egypt

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 
As some diplomats see it, the 
Soviet Union is quietly getting 
a grip on Egypt’s civil and po­ 
litical apparatus. 
The Russians are presumed 
to believe that a settlement of 
the Arab-Israeli conflict would 
lessen the importance of their 
military aid to Egypt and thus 
diminish the major role they 
now play in Egyptian affairs. 
They consequently are building 
up a political power base in Eg- 
ypt that anticipates a future 
era of peace in the Middle 
East. 
The East 
German 
interior 
minister. Col 
Gen. Friedrich 
Dickel, signed in January an 
agreement with Egyptian offi­ 
cials providing for “ full cooper­ 
ation in the fields of police and 
security affairs.” The two coun­ 
tries agreed to exchange tech­ 
nical and other information on 
security, the Cairo press re­ 
ported. 
A new Egyptian police force 
made its appearance in Cairo 
early this year after a nine- 
month training program which 
included political studies con­ 
ducted by the East Germans. 
Known as “security prefects,” 
the new police handle every­ 
thing from traffic jams to polit­ 
ical espionage, according to the 
semiofficial newspaper A1 Ah- 
ram. The 750 prefects roam 
Cairo day and night in two-man 
patrols, each equipped with a 
walkie-talkie radio.

SPEAKING TO THE Harvard Business Club last 
week, Mr. Ford tabbed the resurgence of p rotect­ 
ionist sentiment in the United States as “the most 
serious cloud on the horizon for world trade p oli­ 
cies.” 
Mr. Ford, recip ient of the club’s Business States­ 
man Award, said, “There is no (juestion in my mind 
that U.S. imp ort quotas would lead to retaliation 
and counterretaliation that would be very difficult 
to stop before it damaged the whole fabric of world 
commercial relationship s.” 
Exp ressing his confidence in the cap ability of 
the United States, Mr. Ford said, “I do not con­ 
cede that American industry as a whole has lost 
its ability to comp ete on even terms in world mar­ 
kets. Our national trade balance deteriorated be­ 
cause we failed to p revent inflation. What we need 
is not p rotection but effective action to eliminate 
discriminatory p olicies on the p art of other coun­ 
tries to restrain the growth of our own costs and to 
increase efficiency. 


“PROTECTION WOULD HAVE the op p osite ef­ 
fect,” he declared. “It would weaken comp etitive 
restraints on costs and reduce the efficiency of 
American industry, including those segments which 
are bes* able to hold fheir own in world markets.” 
What he is saying is that p rotection fosters slop ­ 
p y business habits that reduce efficiency and feed 
inflation; and lack of comp etition would make the 
consumer an even bigger loser in areas of p roduct 
quality and p rice. 
His p osition should be examined by p oliticians 
who are 100 p er cent in favor of raising the um­ 
brella of p rotection. 


Legislating Better Bumpers 


There has been p ublicity from time to time about 
imp roved automobile bump ers on the drawing 
boards of the major car maunfacturers. But for 
one reason or another they have been slow in com­ 
ing. 
Te need for them is abundantly clear but unfort­ 
unately the comp etition among the auto makers 
has not been sufficiently great under our cap ital­ 
istic system of free enterp rise to p roduce many of 
the desirable safety features our automobiles should 
have. 
Consequently, government is step p ing in and or­ 
dering some of the imp rovements to be made in 
up coming models. 


In Ohio, State Rep . James Thorp e, R-Alliance, 
p lans to introduce a bill in the legislature which 
will require all autos sold in this state after Jan. 
1, 1973, to have “energy absorp tion” bump ers. 
He p oints out that with the “cosme‘ic bump ers” 
in use today a 5-mile-an-hour collision frequently 
causes damage in excess of $200. Statistics reveal 
that 85 p er cent of insurance monies p aid out in 
claims involve accidente wherein $300 damage or 
less was incurred. 
'Hie call for bump ers that are more functional 
even though less attractive, if necessary, is a sound 
demand on the automobile industry. Rep . Thorp e’s 
bill deserves a favorable recep tion and ap p roval. 


High Court Bars Speculative Cases 


Too often in recent years the Sup reme Court of 
the United States has been treated almost as a 
court of first resort rather than what it essentially 
is, the last bastion of defense against government 
encroachments on the individual citizen’s constitu­ 
tional rights. 
Partly encouraged by the Sup reme Court itself, 
lawsuits sent up from lower federal courts began 
to ap p roach floodstage, many of them based on 
sp eculative challenges to allegedly unconstitutional 
state laws. 
Now, in a series of decisions in some half-dozen 
cases, the high court has said in effect that lower 
courts must cease declaring state laws unconstitu­ 
tional on their face simp ly because a p laintiff feels 
that his civil rights are being or could be inhibited. 
Only in “sp ecial circumstances,” such as a show­ 
ing that a state was acting in bad faith or attemp t­ 
ing to harass defendants, do federal courts have 
the p ower to block or disrup t state p rosecutions— 


not “on the basis of charges which in the last anal­ 
ysis amount to nothing more than sp eculations 
about the future.” 
In one Illinois case involving an attack on laws 
p rohibiting mob action, resisting arrest and ag­ 
gravated assault and battery, those who started 
the litigation were in no way involved, observed 
Justice Hugo Black. They had not been indicted, 
arrested or even threatened with p rosecution. 
The Sup reme Court’s action is not a retreat from 
a “liberal” to a “rep ressive” stance. It is a step 
toward p reserving the orderly p rocess by which 
laws are tried and tested in this country—a p ro­ 
cess which still includes the ultimate right to ap ­ 
p eal all the way up to the Sup reme Court, but real, 
not theoretical, grievances.

Nonprofit Funds Future

Private, nonp rofit institutions 
serving the p ublic good are 
heading into deep trouble. 
So warns Alan Pfifer, p resi­ 
dent of the Carnegie Corp oration 
in the 1970 annual rep ort of the 
foundation. 
Among 
the 
p rivate, 
tax- 
exemp t organizations in Ameri­ 
ca he says are “threatened by 
po werful social and economic 
fo rces” are an estimated 1,450 
co lleg es and universities, 4,600 
seco nda ry schools, 3,650 volun­ 
ta ry ho spita ls, 6,000 museums, 
1,100 sy mpho ny orchestras, 5,500 
libra ries 
a nd 29,000 welfare 
a g encies suppo rted by United 
Funds. 
These institutio ns fo rm a high­ 
ly impo rta nt stra nd in the fa b­ 
ric o f America n so ciety by pro ­ 
v iding needed serv ices to the 
public which mig ht otherwise 
have to be pro v ided by 
the gov­ 
ernment o ut o f ta x 
revenues. 


FOR THE FIRST TIME, sa y s 
Pfifer, do ubts a re being ra ised 
a bo ut the co ntinued v ia bility o f 
o ur tra ditio na l sy stem o f sha red 
respo nsibility 
between 
public 
a nd priv a te endea v o r. 
Yet, “ the America n - peo ple 
a nd mo st o f their po litica l lea d­ 
ers seem either una wa re pf the 
situa tio n o r unco ncerned. In a n 
a g e no ta ble fo r the g ra v ity a nd 
co mplex ity o f its pro blems, this 


p roblem has simp ly failed to 
make its mark on the national 
consciousness.” 
Other sources sup p ort Pfifer’s 
p essimism. 
The latest annual survey of 
the National Association of In­ 
dep endent Schools states that of 
653 p rivate schools rep orting, 
more than half were op erating 
in the red. Ten years ago ap ­ 
p roximately three out of four 
schools were breaking even or 
were in the black. 
Total enrollment increase was 
1.1 p er cent, the lowest in five 
years as more and more p ar­ 
ents find tuition and other costs 
beyond their means and as, for 
a number of other reasons, p ri­ 
vate schools lose favor. 
A commission of p rominent 
citizens studying the outlook for 
p rivate p hilanthrop y during the 
1970s found that many charit­ 
able organizations are running 
in the red and are eating up 
their reserves. 


THE BASIC DIFFICULTY is 
that giving is not keep ing p ace 
with rising costs, says Peter G. 
Peterson, 
board 
chairman 
of Bell & Howell and head of 
the commission. 
He notes that year after year, 
Americans consistently give to 
charitable organizations a sum 
equivalent to about two p er cent 
of the gross national p roduct. 


In 1969 for examp le, GNP was 
$932 billion and giving totaled 
$17.6 billion. 
But the costs of p hilanthrop ic 
institutions have been rising at 
a rate about 15 p er cent greater 
than the annual growth of the 
GNP. 
“Unless something is done to 
substantially accelerate p rivate 
giving,” says Peterson, “there 
will be a multi-billion-dollar def­ 
icit in p rivate giving by 1975. . . 
Without imp ortant new sources 
of funds. . .we will soon feel 
the full force of a charitable 
crisis.” 
What new sources are there? 
The American Association of 
Fund-Raising Counsel p oints to 
one p ossibility. Federal tax laws 
p ermit corp orations to deduct 
up to five p er cent of their in­ 
comes in gifts to p hilanthrop ies. 
Yet the 
average 
corp oration 
gives less than one p er cent of 
its income. 
Pfifer, however, sees a deep ­ 
er question involved: “The is­ 
sue is whether the majority of 
our citizens still see sp ecial 
merit in the retention of a com­ 
bined p ublic-p rivate system or 
whether 
substantial 
numbers 
would now, for varying reasons, 
be quite content to see p rivate 
institutions handed over to p ub­ 
lic control.”

or for the care of their own 
children. 
Those agents, the General Ac­ 
counting Office (GAO) sp ecial­ 
ists, are p oring over the books 
of welfare agencies in eight 
states which sup p ort more than 
half the 13.5 million p eop le now 
on relief. 
Other inves­ 
tigators 
are 
seeking docu­ 
mentation for 
e x p e n d i ­ 
tures of $144

casional revolutionist, bank rob­ 
bers, and mulcting by the Ma­ 
fia. 
The mobs and the do-it-your­ 
self bombardiers are a tiny 
fraction of those who have mis­ 
used anti-p overty money. They 
account for — p erhap s a bet­ 
ter word here is have stolen — 
several million dollars at most. 
The bulk of this money is 
simp ly unaccounted for, simp ly 
unquestioned by the Office of 
Economic Op p ortunity auditors 
over the years. 


IN ALMOST all of the 1,000 
Community Action Program op ­ 
erations, there are unsubstan­ 
tiated exp enditures. 
It’s not 
malfeasance, say the GAO p eo­ 
p le, but malfunctioning. There 
just are no records. There just 
are no receip ts. There just is 
no justification for trip s, ex­ 
p enditures and other “items.” 
There just is no way to accep t 
or reject judgment on some al­ 
location for a meeting, uni­ 
forms, rentals, ad infinitum. 
And there is no way of recov­ 
ering 
undocumented, 
unques­ 
tioned exp enditures. The money 
has flown. However, the ques­ 
tioning goes on — and the fig­ 
ure is exp ected to run up to 
$200 million in mishandled funds 
— a charitable way to p ut it. 
It’s not scandalous, I’m told 
over and over again. It’s just 
slop p iness — now at least $144 
million worth of bookkeep ing 
bungling. But there are other 
agents who say that realists 
would characterize much of the 
slop p iness as massive maraud­ 
ing. 
However, virtually all agents 
say that there is a national 
scandal in the heavy Medicaid 
and Medicare gold flow. The 
GAO has hit state after state. 
And if you stack up their utter­ 
ly scientific analyses, 
call it 
what you will, there is the most 
calloused looting from the p oor 
and the state since Marie An­ 
toinette advised the p roletariat 
to eat cake. 
In Texas, for examp le, one 
rep ort indicates that some $15 
millio n wa s pa id for medica l 


care without “obtaining ade­ 
quate evidence to determine 
the reasonableness of the charg­ 
es . . . ” And there are “sums” 
in lump s of $1 million each “in 
excess of reasonable charges” 
or “for dup licate claims.” 


AND IN CALIFORNIA, “ov­ 
erp ayments of about $426,400 
were made for multip le p atient 
visits. . . ” 
In Kentucky, to p ick at ran­ 
dom, one recip ient “obtained 
services 170 times during a 14- 
month p eriod, or about once 
every three days from six dif­ 
ferent p hysicians . . . he some­ 
times visited two p hysicians the 
same day. During one three- 
month p eriod, 
Medicaid 
p aid 
for 50 p rescrip tions for this re­ 
cip ient.” 
In Kansas and Iowa there 
“were indications of overuse of 
p rogram services 
a n d both 
states exp erienced lengthy de­ 
lays in establishing p rocedures 
to control such overuse. . . ” 
In all, the p rograms affected 
involved hundreds of millions of 
dollars in a handful of states. 
Now some of the accounting 
sleuths are just beginning to 
dig into the whole grim laby­ 
rinth of welfare. Here billions 
of dollars 
are involved. 
The 
government now wants to know 
just what is hap p ening to ev­ 
ery p enny earmarked for the 
2.73 million elders receiving old- 
age assistance; 8 1,000 sightless 
p ersons; 
910,000 p ermanently 
and totally disabled p ersons; 
9.39 million families with de- - 
p endent children and even the 
state and local funds going to 
1,014,000 sp ecial recip ients. 


THE 
GOVERNMENT 
now 
wants to know just why what 
hap p ened in one big Ohio coun­ 
ty — could hap p en. There, in 
the county with the biggest case 
load, “p ublic assistance was ex­ 
tended to at least 4,300 ineligi­ 


ble p ersons during the year 
ended March 31, 1969, at a cost 
of millions of dollars, and in­ 
correct p ayments of millions o f 
dollars. . . ” 
So the GAO this week ear­ 
marked 1,500 
man days 
to 
checking on welfare monies in 
selected states — New York, 
California, Colorado, Maryland, 
Ohio, Texas, Michigan and Lou­ 
isiana. 
The investigators want to de­ 
termine the welfare agencies’ 
“quality control.” Meaning, is 
there more than a 3 p er cent 
margin for error, which is to l­ 
erable? If there is more than 
three p er cent ineligible, 
in 
these states in the total case­ 
load, then there is something 
mighty wrong. 
Then Congress will do so me­ 
thing, it is hop ed, to p ut em­ 
p loyables back to work instead 
of leaving them on the backs 
of those who find the world 
o f 
work the necessity of 
o ne’s 
daily bread. 
Justice to the p oor. But jus­ 
tice, too, through the courts 
to 
those who steal in the name o f 
the p oor.

UCLA Finishes on Top In Final Cage Poll By AP 


Ohio State 
Ranked 10th 


Marquette Places 
2nd; Penn Is 3rd

LOS ANGELES (AP) - For 
the third time in the past five 
years, UCLA has been named 
college basketball’s top team 
on The Associated Press poll 
even though 16 ballots failed to 
name the mighty, once-beaten 
Bruins.

DEAR DR. LAMB — Please 
Help! I have been to several 
different doctors for getting rid 
of worms in the past eight 
years. The longest I can be rid 
of them seems to be about six 
months after taking prescribed 
medication. 
I have taken 
pills, 
liquids, 
sterilized everything, the whole 
family has taken pills with still 
no cure 
of 
longer 
than 
six 
months. I have written to doc­ 
tor’s columns in other papers 
and got no answer, so here’s 
hoping you can write one. 
Dear Reader — Perhaps you 
should go to the same doctor 
long enough to find out what 
you are not doing right. Pin 
worms are sometimes hard to 
eliminate and your doctor may 
need more than one chance to 
solve the problem. 
It sounds as if you have done 
a lot of the correct things. It 
is important that the whole fam­ 
ily be treated 
a 
the 
same 
time. Perhaps you are not keep­ 
ing up your total family hygi­ 
ene long enough. 
Pin worms reside in the in­ 
testines, often at the junction 
of the small and large bowel. 
The female comes out of the 
rectum 
and 
lays 
her 
eggs, 
sometimes 11.000 of them and 
while she is there she causes 
that dreadful itching you must 
know pretty well by now. 
These worms are only about 
IY2 inches long 
but 
can 
be 
mighty irritating. The eggs de­ 
posited at the anus are trans 
mitted by hands or can get on 
the bed sheets. They are every 
where, even in the house dust 
Eggs are often under dirty 
fingernails. 
You may need to 
have each child and all the 
family members take extra pre­ 
cautions 
in 
bathing 
affected 
parts daily and boil bed linens 
and all other clothing regularly 
with frequent changes. A per­ 
sistent recurring infection re­ 
quires a major effort for a long 
time. Pills are great but you 
never know just where the re­ 
infection might be coming from. 
Don’t feel badly about hav­ 
ing the infection, pin worms are 
widespread.
